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HE issue of the new 
George Rogers Clark 
Stamp has _ probably 
set a new record for 
first day covers and 
first day interest. 

The postoffice department as 
well as the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing are both to be con- 
gratulated for the very beautiful 
and remarkable stamp that has 
been issued. The engraving of the 
central design on the new Clark 
stamps is a wonderful piece of 
work and we know of nothing bet- 
ter. The great amount of detail 
occasioned by the large number of 
figures and objects in the pic- 
ture has been handled in wonder- 
ful manner and everyone can feel 
proud of this latest American post- 
age stamp. 

Vincennes, Indiana, had the big- 
gest day in its history on the oc- 
casion of the issue of the Clark 
stamp. Mr. E. W. Determann has 
very kindly sent us details of the 
first day at Vincennes from which 
we extract the information which 
follows. 

Mr. Determann bought $400 
worth of the Clark stamps to fill 
orders for first day covers that 
had been turned over to him by 
the Chamber of Commerce and 
that had come direct to him. Mr. 
Determann advises us that most 
of the mail that was handled by 
him came as a result of the news 
and , information published in 
Linn’s Weekly Stamp News prior 
to the issue of these stamps. 

Numerous collectors from out of 
town came to Vincennes for the 
first day issue of Clark stamps. 
Among those who were there we 


can mention Messrs Golding, Dr. 
A. J. Lorenz, F. J. Lawlers, W. F. 
Ross, E. Strasser, C. Ploch, F. D. 
Shockley, and many others 

The Vincennes postoffice had the 
biggest day in its history, over 
400,000 stamps were sold, about 
—_— pieces of mail left the of- 

ce. 

From the Vincennes Sun, which 
claims to be the oldest newspaper 
west of the Alleghenies we learn 
that over $1000 worth of stamps 
were sold in the first 15 minutes, 
also that over eight hundred 
pounds of air mail left Vincennes

for Evansville and Terre Haute 
where it was picked up by planes 
Over 200,000 stamps were bought 
by mail buyers. Mr. Determann 
remembered the editor with sev- 
eral nice first day covers as well 
as a beautiful plate number block 
of six stamps. 

Other covers were received from 
Mr. Henry Ioor of Indianapolis, 
Mr. Ioor had a specially designed 
envelope for the occasion and it 
adds great interest to the first day 
cover.

Miss Anna M. Schafer of Akron, 
Ohio, very thoughtfully placed a 
Clark stamp on one of the new 
Air Mail envelopes and thus pro- 
vided a very attractive cover. 

Albert R. Davis of Indianapolis, 
sent a neat first day cover with 
appropriate markings. 

A cover from Mr. Determann 
brings back very fond memories of 
the good old days. On the front is 
a strip of three of the new stamps, 
it is marked “Per Air Mail” and 
has an improvised cachet in the 
form of the Vincennes Cancella- 
tion stamped in red in the lower 
left corner of the envelope, below 
the cancellation are the words 
“First Day Cover” and across the 
cancellation is Mr. Determann’s 
signature in black. A miniature 
“Uncle Sam” has been cut out and 
pasted alongside the cachet, a very 
pretty and unusual combination. 
Turning the cover over we find 
the words “Elite” and “Export” 
also across the top, “Our Celebrat- 
ed and Most Popular Brands of 
Bottled ” the last word is 
scratched out but we have a good 
notion that is was “Beer”. Surely 
a cover from the past and one that 
brings up fond memories. 

Although Indianapolis and De- 
troit, Michigan, were not included 
as cities for first day issue of the 
Clark stamps we have a cover 
from The Welworth Company, 
dealers in stamps, in Indianapolis 
cancelled at 9:30 p. m. February 
25th. Also from Detroit, Michi- 
gan, a cover from Mr. Stanley 
Gregory. This cover is cancelled 
at 11 p. m. and certainly must 
have required some hot work on 
the part of Mr. Gregory to get the 
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stamps from Vincennes and to De- 
troit in time for first day use. 
From Washington, we have cov- 
ers cancelled on the 26th of Feb- 
ruary, first day from Washington, 
an attractive air mail cover from 
Lila P. Wallace also a cover from 
Mr. A. E. Gorham and a registered 
cover bearing a block of eight of 
the Clark stamps also came from 


Mr. Gorham. 

Louisville, Kentucky, collectors 
procured the Clark Stamps and 
used then on the first day from 
Louisville. 

Louisville, Kentucky, collectors 
feel that Louisville should have 


been included in the first day sale 
of Clark Stamps. Clark is the 
founder of Louisville, 1778, and 
from this base he conducted his 
operations which resulted in the 
capture of Fort Sackville. The 


original settlement of Louisville 
was on Corn Island, near the falls 
of the Ohio River. After the cap- 
ture of Fort Sackville, Clark re- 
turned to the vicinity of Louisville 
and founded Clarksville, across the 
river from Louisville in Indiana. 

Many years after his death his 
body and that of his wife were 
removed to the Cave Hill Ceme- 
tery in Louisville. 

Enterprising Louisville  collec- 
tors secured a supply of the Clark 
Stamps and mailed numerous cov- 
ers at Louisville, thus adding an- 
other town to the list of First Day 
users of Clark Stamps. 

We take the above information 
from letters from Mr. Chas. W. 
Burnham and Mr. W. E. Greena- 
way, secretary of the Louisville 
Philatelic Society. 


cA. SP. S. Convention “News 


For many years proposals have 
been advanced at various A. P. S.

Coins and early money may give 
us a very much more complete out- 
line of history, but they lack the 
color, and postage stamps provide 
it, as well as the highlights in his- 
tory, the great men and women, 
and their work. That period w hich 
we call the ‘Middle Ages’, was a 
hectic period, an interlude between 
the ancient and the modern world. 
Many things happened during that 
time, and postage stamps tell some 
of the story. 

Go thru any stamp album which 
has a large array of _ pictorial 
stamps, and you shall be carried 
into many countries, and learn 
from them many things. With 
the fall of the western part of the 
Roman Empire, Europe split up 
into a number of bellicose states. 
Italy was truly but a ‘geographi- 
eal expression’, and Germany was 
not a more, although the 
Franks established a kingdom 
there (which fell in 814 A. D.) and 
the so-called Holy Roman Empire 
grew out of the wreckage. The 
Middle Ages, in Europe, is a time 
when the European continent split 
up into petty divisions, and is a 
time when the continental peoples 
were trying to find themselves. In 
the meantime they found much to 
cope with; and the Arabs from 
Asia Minor, began to build up a 
Caliphate which extended from 
Arabia, across Northern Africa, 
into Spain. 

There were some states which 
grew up, and were very prosper- 
ous. One of these was Venice. In 
1450 ‘prosperity’ was an issue in 
that land! One would not expect 
to find any postage stamp having 
to do with Venice of medieval 
times, nor of any other nation of 
the Middle Ages, because stamps 
were not known until as late as 
1840 when England issued the first. 
But there are a certain few post- 
age stamps which carry us back to 
these times; a certain few stamps 
which suggest to us the story of 
the middle ages. On a stamp of 
Fiume (once a free city-state but 
finally annexed by Italy), we find 
a picture of Fiume in the 16th 
tee That stamp was issued 

<0, aS an express letter stamp. 
Here we see a city faced with a 
wall that is broken by tower-gates, 
prototype of many cities of the 
middle ages. 


Other cities, partly or almost 
completely surrounded by water, 
had less fear of enemies, and re- 
quired less extent of walls and for- 
tifications. Venice was one of 
these, facing the Adriatic; and 
once annually, the Doge( duke), 
who ruled in Venice, led the cere- 
mony when he wedded Venice to 
the sea! Venice was a foremost 
sea-power and trading nation. Its 


ships went everywhere about. 
Trade with Europe, North Africa, 
and Asia was common. The ships 


which plied these seas, the ships 
which carried commodities as well 
as slaves, the trading vessels and 


galleys, were strange, artistic, 
little crafts. One of the galleys 
is shown on a Fiume_ postage 


stamp of 1919, the 45 cent value.

tion of the Piazza of St. Mark. St. 
Mark was the national cathedral 
of Venice; the country was dedi- 
cated to that Saint, and was origi- 
nally referred to as the Republic 
of Saint Mark. The Piazza at 
noontide, was usually in those days 
crowded with lounging people who 
there kept the noon siesta particu- 
larly for half an hour, or during 
the monotone chiming of the 
‘Bankrupt Bell’; and during that 
half hour, debtors were legally free 
from their creditors and couldy not 
be pestered by them! Thus the 
name ‘Bankrupt Bell’. 

It was during the Middle Ages 
that Christendom and Islam (Mo- 
hammedans) engaged in one of the 
bloodiest wars of history. Venice 
took part, as did most of Europe. 
There were no definite results from 
this war, for neither side obliter- 
ated the other; but let us look for 
a moment at Islam. 

We think of Islam as Turkey 
and Asia Minor today. But the 
Islam domain was larger in area 
than the Roman Empire had been! 
It was not long after the death of 
Mahomet who established his fiery 
empire, that Islam split into va-

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rious parts. Asia Minor, Egypt, 
North Africa, Morocco, and Spain 
were different Caliphates, and so 
Islam was politically divisioned 
just as Christian Europe. 

But Islam left its mark, and, 
while the Caliphates often carried 
on fierce wars, the mark was not 
always black. To Islam we credit 
our improved algebra, astronomy, 
and many other subjects. They 
likewise developed a peculiar ar- 


chitecture of their own, which is 
preserved today on postage 
stamps. Arabic architecture we 


generally call it, and there are nu- 
merous stamps which show us this 
type. From Turkey we have sev- 
eral stamps, each of which gives 
us an example. One shows the 
Fountains of the Sultan Sulieman; 
another the Mosque of Selim; while 


even the Column of Constantine 
is shown there. 
Arabic, as well as Byzantine 


(Eastern Roman Empire, which 
was Greek in character), came 
from Asia Minor, and stamps show 
us these two types very nicely. 
The Hradschin, shown on Czech- 
slovakian postage stamps of 1918 
and 1919 present certain of the ar- 
chitectural features of the East. 
Two types of architecture pre- 
vailed in Byzantium, the bascilica 
type as represented by old St. Pet- 
er’s at Rome, and the central type 
as represented by the church Sant’ 
Apollinare Nuova at Ravenna. The 
dome-church prevailed mostly in 
Byzantium, an example showing 
on a Turkish stamp marked 
Adrianople, 20 paras value, in 
which we observe the dome, and 
spiral-towers. The dome-church 
was predominately Islamic (or 
Moslem) and such churches are 
called mosques. 

And so Arabic and Byzantine 
spread; and finally other forms of 
architecture developed, such as the 
Romanesque and the Gothic. The 
Romanesque added many frills, 
the Gothic (which was used mostly 
in France and the West) was very 


plain. Romanesque figures _be- 
tween the years A. D. 500 and 
1150. Our buildings and churches 


and homes today show sometimes, 
the influence of one or another of 
these early architectural types; 
and we may find them all on post- 
age stamps!

Mr. Kay also displayed four vol- 
umes of British Colonies and dur- 
ing the evening gave a very inter- 
esting and entertaining talk. 

Mr. Karl Koslowski displayed a 
complete collection of Latvia. This 
was awarded a Bronze Medal in 
Montreal in 1925, also exhibited at 
New York show in 1926, no eompe- 
tition and a Bronze Medal at 
Cleveland in 1928. 

A. G. Meyers showed U. S. 1847 
to 1929 complete, also U. S. Col- 
onies and Commemorative blocks, 
a much admired display. 

Dr. H. Preston Hoskins showed 
what is believed to be the most 
complete and highly specialized 
collection of preeancels including 
a specialized lot of Bar and Line 
varieties. 

Charles Brisely displayed two 

frames which attracted a great bit 
of attention. Mulready envelopes, 
penny blacks, 2 pence Canada blue 
and many other fine early Cana- 
dians including Port Hood Provi- 
sional. 
_Seth E. Andrews showed a prac- 
tically complete collection of Pa- 
cific Islands and West Indies. All 
beautifully arranged and mostly 
perfect mint copies. 

Henry Hedricks displayed a 
beautiful collection of foreign air 
mail stamps also a collection of 
Germany and Saxony. 


Henry Carter displayed three 
volumes of general issues of U. S. 
and Foreign, some fine stuff too. 

Eugene Lutzeier showed covers 
of Germany, China, Gold Coast, a 
splendid showing. 

Horace H. Hartwell showed two 
volumes of U. S. and one of France 
which were much admired. 

A. Edgar of Windsor, showed a 
novelty collection containing much 
interesting material. 

W. Laneweert showed a frame 
of choice items including 5ec New 
York, 10c 1847 unused, a vertical 
stripp of four Belgium Number 8, 
the 40c carmine, French Levant 1 
piaster, 1885 invert, Netherlands 
tete-beche and other rare inverts 
and strips. 

George Mannebach showed the 
largest number of albums, eight in 
all. There were also many other 
exhibits by A. M. Krehl, Wm.

Honorable mention was given 
the displays of Horace Hartwell 
and Henry Hedricks. 

John Kay and Karl Koslowski 
were awarded two prizes each for 
their special collections. 

The prizes are to be awarded at 
the annual banquet of the Michi- 
gan Stamp Club which is to be held 
Saturday evening, March 16th. 

The stamps exhibited, embraced 
the entire field of collecting and 
included U. S. regular issues, pre- 
cancels, foreign, air mail covers, 
first day covers and specialized col- 
lections of various countries. 

The Judges were Emil Jahnke of 
Flint, Michigan, John Jungwirth 
and George Bradford.

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Arizona and Mexico Dedication 


Miss Anna M. Schafer of Akron, 
Ohio, sends us a letter regarding 
the dedication of the International 
Airport at Douglas, Arizona, and 
Agua Prieta, Sonora, Mexico, which 
town is just over the border from 
Douglas. The dedication will be 
jointly between the two cities, thus 
making it an International affair. 
Air mail will be flown both in 
American and Mexican Air Serv- 
ice Planes. 

The American rate is of course 
5c as usual. The rate for air mail 
in Mexico, however, is 35 centavos, 
Mexican. Mexican money is worth 
just about half of American money 
so it is advisable to figure about 
18 cents American money to 35 
centavos, Mexican. 

Mexico also has a stamped en- 
velope, which has a face value of 
10 centavos, and is sold at 11 cen- 
tavos, the extra 1 centavo being 
cost of the envelope. Mexico also 
has a special 25 centavo air mail 
stamp. Therefore, if you want to 
send a letter from the Mexican air- 
port you must pay 18 cents Ameri- 
can money and if you want to use 
the stamped envelope along with 
a 25 centavo air mail stamp, it 
is advisable to figure 19 cents, 
American money for each cover 
that you send. 

The Chamber of Commerce and 
Mines at Douglas, Arizona, are 
anxious to make this dedication 
event a big affair and invite col- 
lectors to send covers in any quan- 
tity. All you need do is to prepare 
your American covers in the usual 
way and place your 5c American 
air mail stamps on them. For 
covers to be flown from the Mexi- 
can airport you are to prepare 
your covers in the usual manner 
without placing stamps on them 
and then buy a money order at the 
rate of 18 cents or 19 cents for 
each cover that you send down. The 
19¢ covers are in event you wish 
to have the stamped envelopes 
used, in which case the addressing 
of same should be taken care of 
by supplying labels to attach to 
the envelopes, as you can not ex- 
pect the Chamber of Commerce 
and Mines to do a lot of address- 
ing for you. 

Send your covers to Mr. G. A. 
London, Secretary of the Chamber 
of Commerce and Mines, Douglas, 
Arizona, make money orders for 








Mexican stamps payable to Mr. 
London. 

The dedication date is set for 
April 6. Let’s give Douglas a big 
load of mail for this occasion. 
Brownsville, Texas—Mexico City 

Definite advices on this route 
came too late to get the full facts 
in last week’s paper.

Air Mail to Chile 


Postmaster General Harry S. 
New has made public the bids for 
carrying air mail on the longest 
route in the world. This is an 
extension of the route that Lind- 
bergh just opened to Cristobal, 
Canal Zone. The route is to be 
extended soon to Santiago, Chile. 
When opened, this route will ex- 
tend from Montreal, Canada, down 
the east coast of the United States 
to Florida, thence to Cristobal and 
into South America. <A _ further 
extension is then planned and the 
contractor who takes this route 
will be obligated to continue from 
Santiago to Buenos Aires, Argen- 
tine and Montevideo, Uruguay. 

The route on which bids were 
made runs from Cristobal, Canal 
Zone, to Buenaventura and Tu- 
maco, Colombia; Esmeraldas and 
Guayaquil, Ecuador; Talara Trux- 
illo, Lima, Lomas and Mollendo, 
Peru; Arica, Iquique, Antofogasta, 
Caldera and Coquimbo, to Santi- 
ago, Chile and return, three times 
each week. 

Rate of postage and date of first 
flight has not yet been announced.

St. Petersburg, Florida, Dedication 


Mr. Claude P. Neet of St. Peters- 
burg, sends the editor a handsome 
cover from the dedication of the 
St. Petersburg airport. The cachet 
is quite an elaborate and an exceed- 
ingly attractive one. In the very 
center the sun is rising out of the 
water and in white letters on the 
sun are the words “The Sunshine 
City” in the rays of the sun over- 
head, is an airplane. At the left 
of the sun atop a post is one of 
those famous birds, the Pelican. 


“Oh what a wonderful bird is 
the Pelican, 

His bill can hold more than 
his bellican.” 

At the right of the sun is a yacht 
under full sail. Directly beneath 
the sun in the foreground is the 
wording ‘‘Dedication—South Wat- 
erfront Airport—St. Petersburg, 
Florida—Feb. 25-26, 1929.” 

This cachet is stamped in a two 
color effect on several covers that 
we have seen, and the same cachet 
in one or two colors is also applied 
in the center of the envelopes on 
the back side.

He 
has sent the editor a cover flown 
from Fort McMurray to Fort Simp- 
son, This cover is highly prized 
by the editor; it is properly back- 
stamped and shows the correction 
in date on the backstamp. 


Central American News 


-anama issued a stamp for the 
Lindbergh trip and we are told 
that 32,000 of these stamps were 
sold within 23 hours (Feb. 8, 11 
A. M. to Feb. 9, 10 A. M.), and 
that the balance, 18,000, were de- 
stroyed by fire. The stamp has 
been noted with the inscription, 
vienticienco centisimos, at the top 
of the stamp instead of the bottom. 

A cable dated Feb. 23, from our 
agent in Colon says, “Sell Panama 
airs carefully, No more available, 
and local vendors are asking $3.00 
per stamp.” 

Panama covers numbered 5734— 
Zone mail 42,000, making the for- 
mer 8 times better. 


Costa Rica ran short of stamps 
and overprinted 2 Colons “Correos 
5 Centimos” on the telegraph 
stamps—the same as Scott’s A62. 
The local print shop was short on 
figure 5’s and so used a number of 


fonts. When the P. M. General 
saw its messy looking sheet his 
artistic soul was pained to such 


an extent that he immediately or- 
dered the printing stopped while 
the 5’s were requisitioned from an- 
other print shop and then the 
printing went on. The records do 
not state the inartistic sheets were 
destroyed, but it hinted that a 
wicked orge of a dealer got 5 
sheets. 


When we saw General Glover, he 
said that the department was angry 
at the P.-A. for carrying mail 
from Panama against _ special 
cabled instructions. He mentioned 
that the defense might be that be- 
cause of the close relationship in 
a postal sense between Panama and 
the Zone that the P.-A. thought it 
might carry more without harm 
to the law, which prevented the 
carrying of foreign mail. We have 
since learned that plane No. 2 car- 
ried the Panama mail and as the 
U. S. had nothing to do with that 
plane the department will be unable 
to punish the company. 

When Lindbergh arrived at Costa 
Rica the P. M. General himself 
handed Lindbergh three parcels of 
mail with a special request that it 
be carried to the Zone and this 
was done.

“STORIES OF MANKIND” 


In 1889 the United States, Eng- 
land and Germany scrambled for 
possession of the Samoa Islands 
in the Pacific. On the day that 
President Harrison was inaugur- 
ated, a German squadron and an 
American squadron of war lay op- 
posite one another, ready for bat- 
tle, in the harbor of Apia, the 
main seaport and market place at 
the time in these Samoan islands. 

It looked like war. Four days 
after the Harrison inauguration, 
word came that the U. S. S. Nip- 
sic had fired on the German ship 
Olga. A later report said the Ol- 
ga then sank the Nipsic with a 
torpedo. Neither report was true. 

But the situation was danger- 
ous; the U. S. Pacific fleet got in 


readiness for any trouble. Germ- 
any, like England wanted the 
twelve isles of Samoa, and the 


United States desired some influ- 
ence there. 

Stamp collectors may piece to- 
gether a story from stamps that 


suggest this. Certain  cancella- 
tions of letters read “Asiatic 


Fleet”. Then there are the stamps 
of Samoa. German Samoa issues 
began in 1900; British Samoans in 
1914, with English-New Zealand 
stamps surcharged. 

The story of the German-Ameri- 
can rivalry there is suggested by 
such displays, and is a story little 
known to us. Trouble developed 
in Samoa when the native rulers 
offered England those islands, in 
secret. The rulers were displaced 
when the suggestion became 
known, and the Germans set up 
their own monarchs. English and 
American consuls preached peace, 
but the Germans seemed to want 
war in order to conquer Samoa. 
Capt. Brandeis, an adventurer, ap- 
peared on hand, to act, secretly, as 
the Teutonic agent and leader. 

By August, 1887, Germany had 
practically seized the islands. Con- 
sul Becker for Germany in Samoa 
had accomplished the consumate 
act. Five Teuton warships in Sa- 
moa backed him. The American 
consul (then Haroldd M. Sewell) 
and the British consul didn’t like 
this idea at all. They protested, 
to no avail. 

Samoa natives opposed the idea, 
too; and they were openly hostile. 
Intolerance reigned in 1887-8. In 
that season American warships 
came to Samoa. They would en-

force peace, and change the sit- 
uation if possible—under Com- 
mander Leary, U. S. N. The na- 
tives took to arms; Leary sided 
with them. 

This string of events may be 
called the First U. S. War with 
Germany! Our stamps do not tell 
the story directly; but they sug- 
gest it, those having to do with 
Samona, and Asia fleets. Once at 
night when the German sent up 
rockets from their fleet to signal, 
Leary sent up a mixed array, to 
confuse the ‘enemy’. He played 
many pranks. In the end the Ger- 
mans withdrew, unsuccessfully. 
Commander Leary saved the day. 
He should be honored on postage 
stamps! 


General Scott Stamp 


On the 24 cent purple postage 
stamp issued by the United States 
in 1870-1871, appears the portrait 
of General Winfield Scott, a sol- 
dier and statesman who was poses- 
sed of heroic courage. He lived 
until 1866, saw our second war 
with England and the permanent 
establishment of the United States, 
and its dissolution in Civil War 
and final re-union. 

Scott was at one time, because 
of his extremely courtly manners, 
styled “Old Fuss and Feathers”. 
At the age of twenty eight he was 
a major in the U. S. Army, which 
was quite a distinction for so 
young a man. 

Like Webster, and like Clay, 
Scott was turned down when sug- 
gested as a presidential candidate 
—rejected three times. But these 
things did not break him. He was 
a courageous man. It was a man 
like Scott who built up the United 
States, men of hardy, pioneering, 
determined stock. 

And so it is fitting that he ap- 
pears on a postage stamp. Scott 
wrote his_ recollections in his 
‘Memoirs’, and he tells clearly of 
the battles of Chippewa and Lun- 
dy’s Lane in which he participated, 
episodes in the ‘War of 1812’,
